crime was probably wounded, and Harry 
Julian Harries, the son 
of tl-'e owner 


was shot in the region of the heart and 
now lies In a critical condition within a 
few feet of the place in which he grap- 
pled with one o£ -the Invaders of his 
rnome. 
Nothing was 'taken, away by tho burg- 


lars, but that would not have been the 
case had not the fellows, in an accident- 
al manner, made their presence In the 
house known -to the. .young man whose 
life is now hinging in the balance.
